Claim 46 stands rejected under 35 U.S;C. § 112, second paragraph, as allegedly being 
indefinite for failing to paiticulariy poi«t out and distinctly claim the subject matter vrhich 

Applicaat regards as the inventioiL 

With regards to claim 46, the Office alleges that the limitation "said economic group" in 
line7hasinsufficientantecedentbasisandrequixescoirection. Applicant has amended claim 46 
to change the phrase "said economic group" to "an economic group". Accordingly, clam, 46 
complieswith35U.S.C.§ 112 (second paragraph). Thus, Applicant respectfully requests 

withdrawal of this rejection. 

Claims 1-48 stand rejected mider 35 U.S.C § 102(e) as being anticipated by Lewis. U.S. 
PatentNo. 6,513,019, issued Januao' 28, 2003 ("Lewis"). Applicant respectfiJly traverses Ihe 

rejectioiL 

Lewis is limited to a data processing system for an integrated and real-time data and 
information consolidation and distn^ution solution for financial institution^ The data received 
fiom various systems and data sources is specifically defined as "relating to financial 
transactions, financial instruments, customers, comiterparties. employees, organizational units, 
and financial institutions". Column 4. lines 57-59. The data is converted into a common format, 
infomiation is derived from the data, and the data is consolidated and integrated into a financial 
industry data model. The data is distributed and published for subscribers. The system provides 
access to this data fbr real-time inquiry by customers of a financial services enterprise. Colmmi 
4, lines 50-67- 
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However, in general, the dataused inthe Lewis system is specifically defined, az^d such 
data fails to include financial services data (as fuither explained bel^^^ 
system fails to include a module in an application program corresponding to a financial servtces 
function or transmission and/or receipt of data in connection with financial servtces. As such, 
ttie Lewis system focuses on the consoHdation and integration of data for data entry, 
assessment, and repo^ generation, bnt fails to create financial advice applications as 

claimed ifk the claimed invention. 

With regard to the claims, Lewis Ms to teach, advise, or suggest "estabUshing a 
comiectil to a client computer having an application pro gram comprising at least one module, 
wherein e?tch module of said application program corresponds to a financial services function" as 
recited ilclaiml (and claims2.10, which variously depend &om claim l),claim2l (andclam^ 
22-30, ^idch variously depend ftom claim 21). and claim 31 (and chums 32-39. which vanously 
depend feom claim 3 1). Lewis also fails to teach, advise, or suggest "at least one financial 
service^in communicatioD with said advice utiUty server, wherein each financial service is 
configured to receive data from said advice utiUty server and to transmit data to said advice 
utility siyer" as recited in claim 11 (and claims 12-20, which variously dependfiom claim 1 1). 
Lewis further fails to teach, advise, or suggest "transmitting at least one request to said advice- 
UtiUty server for at least one financial service; and receiving financial services data from said 
advice UtiUty server" as recited in claim 40 (and claims 41-45,. which variously depend fiom 
claim 40). Lewis also fails to teach, advise, or suggest "transmitting an economic group data to 
said pluraUty of financial services; [and] receiving and compiling financial planning and advice 
results from said plurality of financial services" as recited in claim 46 (and claims 47-48. which 
variously depend from claim 46). 

More specificaUy, it is helpful to quickly distinguish a financial service from a 
financial transactioo. Exemplary financial services are described in the present appUcation as 
follows: 

In an exemplary embodiment, the financial services 108 are headless 
utilities which each provide a specialized function within lie coirtext of 
providing financial advice to consumers. Financial services 108 inchides, for 
example: at least one of a leased storage service 108a, a formattmg service 
108b a library service I08c, a repository service 108d. a simulator s^ice 
108e an asset allocation service 108f, a business graphics service lOSg, a 
roadiap service 108h, and an equity evaluator service 108i. Examples of
